made itself conspicuous. the patient 
was attacked on Friday evening, Jan. 
19th, On pyre phe his phy- 
sician, Dr. Axford, | him, -and 
was at once convinced of the terrible 
nature of the disease. Having had « 
case similar some seven or eight years 
since, where the patient recovered under 
his treatment, and has remained well 
ever since, after consulting the physician 
present, Dr. MeCall, it was decided to 
piact the pationt under the same treat- 
ment which had Leen successful in the 
former case, which for the aid it may be 
to others who suffer from this disease, 
we here give as follows: The injection 
der the skin of large doses of mor- 
phine, and the administration of large 
doses of castor, which is a powerful 
antispasmodic. About one grain of 
the sulphate of motphine waa injected 
under the skin once in four hours, and 
half a dram of powdered castor, mixed 
with syrup, given internally, The 
effect was to prodice sleep in half an 
hour, which lasted about an hour and a 
half, antil nine o'clock Sunday morning, 
when the last convulsion occurred, after 
which he suffered severely from obstin- 
ate vomiting to Monday at ten o'clock, 
when that also cessed, leaving the pe- 
tient comparatively easy, but very much 
prostrate. Since that time has 
gradually improved, and now is to all 
appearances quite well. In addition to 
the above treatment small quantities of 
chicrefurm were inhaled at times, and 
on Sunday morning the patient was 
| wrapped ina woolen blanket wrung out
